RUPTURE BETWEEN THE FRENCH AND PRUSSIAN MINISTERS. 
(Japan Herald, Oct. 15). 

It is rumoured that yesterday the existing difference between 
the Prussian and French Ministers respecting the provisions of 
the Japanese proclamation of neutrality culminated in the for- 
mer formally demanding the surrender of the barracks, arms, and 
material now in Yokohama to the Prussian forces. In the event 
of refusal the German war ships would cease the inaction agreed 
upon formerly. 

The demand was rejected, and the letter shown to the Japanese 
Governor, who declared his intention of enforcing the Mikado’s 
proclamation of neutrality, Bering first consulted the Ministers 
of England and America. The latter united in remonstrance 

inst the demands of the North German Charge d’ Affaires, 
SR it is said, assured the Japanese that France no longer existed 
as a Power, and that Treaty obligations no longer bound them, 
nor need they fear reprisals. He also threatened to fight the 
ships in harbour. The ships of war, three French and two Ger- 
man, were kept under steam during the day. 

A conference of Ministers was held yesterday, and another is 
to be held to-day. The English and American Ministers have re- 

uested the senior naval commanding officer in honour to hold 
themselves in readiness to repress any attempted hostilities in 
violation of neutrality. Itis said that the Japanese authorities 
are vacillating, and would probably not dare to interfere, 


LATER VIA SAN FRANCISCO. 
We have received dates through San Francisco to Oct. 22. The 
news from Japan is unimportant ; the country Sppears to be in” 
rofound peace. The birthday of the Mikado was celebrated at 
edo and Yokohama, and, so far as is known, throughout the 
whole country. The shipping in the harbours was gaily dressed, 
and at noon the imperial flag was saluted by the various men-of- 
war. ; 

Ex-Secretary Seward had arrived at Yokohama, and had an in- 
terview with the Mikado, being the first audience ever given toa 
private individual. The only persons present besides Mr. Seward 
were Minister De a and the Secretary of Legation, Shepard. 
Mr. Seward’s visit ro Japan was the event of the month. He was 
the guest of Minister De Long, at Yokohama, and Consul Shep- 
herd at Yeddo. 

Mr. T. Scott Stewart, United States Consul at Hiogo} who is on 
leave of absence, arrived at San Francisco by the steamship 
China, accompanied by twelve young Japanese students. The 
China brought 12,000 packages of tea ; 330 packages have been 
sold for New York. 

The French war ships had left Yokohama. 
is unknown. 

The Danish Envoy has succeeded in ne otiating with the Go- 
vernment of Japan for the completion of telegraphic communica- 
tion between Japan and Europe. The Japanese merchants have 
arranged to ship 200,000 cards of silkworms to Europe. A ty- 
phoon at Yokohama and Yedo had caused great damage,

PEKING AND TIENTSIN. 
(PROM OUR own CORRESPONDENT. ) 
; Tientsin, Oct. 12, 1870, 
Although it was reported here some days ago, on apparently 
good rue that M. de Rochechouart, the French Chargé, had 
accepted the Chinese offers of so-called re aration for the massacre 
of June 21, this statement is now proved to have been erroneous. 
The Ohinese offers have been rejected by M, de Rochechouart¢ 
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— 
with the concurrence of the other members of the diplomatic 
body at Peking, and the embassy of Chung How to France is after 
all to he despatched. Chung How will leave Peking on the 20th 
inst., with the intention of taking the mail of Nov. 5 from Shang- 
hai. Ie will be accompanied by the interpreter of the French 
Legation, M. Deveria, and by two young Frenchmen of the 
Customs’ Service, Messrs. Novion and Imbert, and will have 
besides in his suite Mr. H. O. Brown, also of the Customs’ Service, 
formerly aide-de-camp to Colonel Gordon during the Taiping Cam- 
paign. It will be observed that the mission of apology is flavoured 
with a strong Customs’ element, but this latter is of a dif- 
ferent character from that which took part in the impostures 
of the Burlingame promenade, and Mr. Brown, who accompanies 
Chung How unoficially (having served in his employ for some 
years as drill instructor at Tientsin) is of a character totally 
different from that which distinguishes his Irish namesake in 
the British Consular service. There is no reason to fear that any 
of the European gentlemen who accompany Chung How will sell 
the interests of their respective countries for filtny lucre, or for 
the prospect of ulterior advancement ; nor is it probable if, on the 
Ambassador’s arrival in France, a serious Government be found in 
ossession of power, that the honied suavity of which Chung How 
a well-known master will suffice to obliterate the just indigna- 
tion which must be felt for outrages committed with deliberation 
and left deliberately unpunished. If by delaying a settlement of 
the question until the spring the mission of Chung How enables 
France to gain time for forming a resolution how to act for the 
vindication of her dignity and influence in China, a great advan- 
tage will have been gained, and we in China earnestly hope that 
eventsin Europemay by the end of the year have becomesuficiently 
ific to enable the Governments to give consideration to the 
advice which is said to have been urged by a majority of the 
foreign representatives at Peking—viz., a joint intervention on 
the part of the leading Powers to compel the adoption of a new 
line of conduct on the part of the Chinese.

I have just seen a gentleman who has read the last Peking Ga- 
getie. Attached to the Gazette, but not incerporated with it, is an 
Imperial edict, banishing the late Fu and Hsien for not present- 
ing themselves for punishment with sufficient promptness.

TRIAL AND SENTENCE OF MR. HARGREAVES. 

The trial of Mr. Hargreaves (whose committal we reported in 
our issue of the 24th ult.) took place on the 14th Oct., before 
Mr. C. W. Goodwin, deputy chief judge. The indictment charged 
the prisoner, first, with converting to his own use ninety bales of 
goods which were entrusted to him for safe custody by the Char- 
tered Bank of Ind:a, Australia, and China ; secondly, with hav- 
ing sold and delivered certain other bales entrusted to him for 
storage in his godowns, and converted the proceeds to his own 
use ; aud, thirdly, with having falsely represented to Mr. Walker, 
manager of the Chartered lank of India, Australia, and China at 
Shanghai, that he had in his possession certain goods. by which 
false representation he obtained the advance of T1s. 16,000 to Mr. 
R, F. Thorburn. 

Mr. Bird, fur the prisoner, made two objections to the second and 
third cvunts of the indictment.

THER LONDON AND CHINA TELEGRAPH.

Sccount. The jury, after retiring for ten minutes, returned a 
verdict of Guilty, and his lordship sentenced the defendant to one 
year’s imprisonment. 

The following summary of news is from tho Voth 
Herald of Oct. 18. 

The P M.S S. New Fork, arrived from Japan yesterday, brings 
among her passengers the Hon. W. H. Seward, the distinguished 
American statesman, who is to stay some time in Shanghai, and 
will also shortly visit the North. 

Mr. George F. Seward, the American Consul-General, was en- 
tertained at the Club, by a number of his friends, on Monday of 
last week. In the course of the proceedings Mr. Seward made 
some very satisfactory explanations regarding his success at Wash- 
ington in the direction of reorganising the United States Con- 
sular serviee. le also adverted to the present condition of 
foreign relations with China, and both he and Admiral Rodgers 
ex sed sentiments as to the duty of foreign Governments 
which met with the hearty approval of those present. 

On Thursday a new flag was presented to the volunteers, on be- 
half of the ladies of Shanghai, by Mrs. G. F. Seward. 

A “Volunteer of 1854 and 1870” sends the following on the 
subject of phe old volunteer flag :— 

“he flag that was carried in the battle of Muddyfoot, in 
1854, and struck terror into the hearts of more than 10,0110 Chi- 
nese Imperialists, was presented by a lady of Shanghai. It should 
therefore be preserved carefully alongside the banner of 1870. 
Under this old flag the volunteers of 1860-62 did good service. 
Why has this fact been forgotten? For it was owing to the ser- 
vices of the vulunteers during the severe winter of 1861-62, that 
the ladies then were allowed to remain in their homes with safety 
and the settlement was saved from destruction.” 

We hear that opposition is shown by the Chinese to the “ Taxe 
Commerciale Chinoise,” which was introduced into the last budget 
of the French Municipal Council. The object of this tax was to 
reach large hongs which now contribute hardly anything towards 
the Municipal expenses ; and in reliance on it, some taxes bearing 
on the very poor have been mitigated and abolished. The leading 
Chinese were consulted beforehand, and appeared to acquiesce ; 
but they have since been demurring. The Ar cow men have had 
an interview with the Consul, when they rofused to acknowledge 
the tax, and threw up the debit notes with which they had been 
served. 

The fourth gunboat built at the Kiagnan Arsenal has been 
launched. She has heen built from the design of Mr. G. A Lam- 
bert, and was originally intended for a despatch boat, but con- 
verted into a man-of-war. Her armament will consist of eight 
24-pounders and two pivot guns, She is 208 feet long, with a 
thirty-two feet beum, and will, it is expected, have a speed of 
nine knots. Tue launch was very successful, but one or two men 
were hurt by the trigger being knocked away before tho prelimi- 
nary work of removing the shores had been quite completed. 

The North China branch of the Asiatic Society held a necting, 
when T. W. Kingsmill. Esq, read a paper on the Tertiary deposit 
of Northern China. According to Baron Richthofen, this exten- 
sive formation is subaereal. Mr. Kingsmill combats this view, 
and maintains that it is a submarine deposit. Dr. Macgowan 
read a note on Bull-fighting in China. It appears that in some 
places this is becoming a favourite amusement ; but Chinamen do 
not fight the animal, they merely pit bull against bull. 

A concert lately given for the benefit of the German and French 
soldiers wounded during the war has realised a sum of $1,923, of 
which $1,728.83 has been paid over equally to the Consul for 
France aud for the North German Confederation. 

The following items are from the Courter, Oct. 18 :— 

We observe nmong the passengers per New York to-day, Oct. 17, 
Hon. W. H. Seward, with his nieces, the Misses Risley, and the 
Hon. A. N Randall and wife.

We learn that outside of Woosung the gale, the mere skirts of 
which have swept over us, has been so severe that the Manchu, 
which left on Sunday morning (9th) for Tientsin, and has twice 
attempted to go out to sea, has on both occasions been driven 
back, and was still inside the lightship yesterday. The KAiungse, 
which came from the north yesterday (12th), sopred the Manchu 
with some extra provisions, rendered necessary by her detention. 
The Chihli, which left yesterday morning, went right out to sea 

Ting Futai, we are told, has returned to Nanking from his mur 
derer-hunting at Tientsin, and will shortly proceed to Soochow, 
and resume his duties as Governor of Kiangsu. 

We have been told that Ting Futai took with him to Tientsin 
a Chinese gentleman named Yung Wing, who had travelled and 
studied in America, and is, in fact, a graduate of Yale College, 
and another Chinese, who was recently interpreter at the French 
Consulate at Shanghai, and who travelled and studied in Europe. 
Ting naturally considered that their knowledge of foreign cha- 
acter and ideas would be useful in dealing with such a crisis as 
that of Tientsin. And soon after their arrival they were summoned 
into the presence of '"senz-kwo-Fan, who questioned them long and 
@arnestly as to the ‘itary resources and wealth of western nations. 

Finally he 
asked him which of ald western nations was, in his opinion, the 
most powerful. The unwary linguist answered, France. “ Why ?” 
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thundered the Viceroy. “Because it has a very large army and 
the people are very fierce.” This answer so exasperated ‘'seng- 
kwo-Fan that he ordered the unfortunate interpreter co immediate 
execution, and the lictors at ounce prep tred todo their siern office. 
it was only at the urgent entreaty of Ting and many other high 
mandarins, who fell on their knees before him, that he commuted 
the punishment into official degradation.

HONG KONG.

Sir Edmund Hornby, Chief Judge of Her Britamnic Majesty’s 
Supreme Court for China and Japan, and Lady Hornby, arrived 
yesterday by the steamer Goduvery from Yokohama. 

The Danish corvette Zordenskjold returned last evening from 
laying the shore eud of the Hong Kong and Shanghai cable. 
About forty miles have been laid and buoyed, ten miles of the 
heaviest part, and thirty miles of the middle size. The buoy lies 
in lat. 22.16 N, and long. 114.50 FE. Fine weather prevailed 
during the operation, which occupied from ten to eleven hours, 
the cable being paid out at about tour miles per hour.

The Daily Press has the following letter in regard to the Hong 
Kong and Shanghai Bank :—As a very large amount of money 
is invested by persons in China and the East generally in the 
shares of the Hong Kong and Shanghai Bank, I desire to say & 
few words on the fluctuations that have taken place in that stock, 
The principal cause of the fluctuations in the shares of the Bank 
during the last few years has undobtedly been the limited num- 
ber of people from whom the shareholders are drawn, and the very 
siwall amount of unemployed capital existing in the East. For 
steadiness in the price of shares it is necessary that there should 
be a considerable number of investors, whose capital is not liable- 
to be suddenly and frequently withdrawn for purposes of business, 
and such investors are rather scarce inthe East. ‘The conse- 
quence is that a moderate amount of fluctuation is inevitable in 
the price of shares here. On the other hand, the fluctuations of 
the last two years have been altogether excessive, and are only: 
to be explained by the combinations of speculators. 

As I have already remarked, people who threw away their Hong 
Kong Bank shares lately at such absurdly low prices may justify 
themselves by the example that has been set by the course of the 
London market. Yet, after all, the quotations in London only go 
to show what an enorinous amount of money has lately been 
foolishly sacrificed by cae allowing themselves to be carried 
away by the panic in the stocks of fureign Governments. 

In the case of the late enormous fall in prices here, there is at- 
least the justification to be offered that people here were not 
more foolish than they were in London. Yet, all expericnce of 
Wars in which there was little or no prospect of Great Britain being 
involved goes to show that there are no reasonable grounds for 
the sacrifice of shares in banks whose business is but little 
affected by war, because there are some grounds for alarm as to 
the position of stocks that are affected by war. Taking as an 
example the case of the Oriental Bank shares during tho Italian 
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War in 1859, war havinglbeen declared about the ]st May, when 
Consols fell in one week from 95} to 88}, and peace having been 
concluded about 7th July, the quotations of Oriental Bank Cor- 
poration, £25 shares, were in London as follows:— __

thus showing a fall at the lowest point of 19 per cent., without 
any expectation of diminution or loss in the Bank’s business, and 
a sudden rise when the excitement of the panic was allayed by 
the termination of hostilities. 

In the Supreme Court, on the 21st Oct., arguments were heard 
in the case of Melchers and Co. v. Kam, onthe motion of Mr. 
Hayllar, counsel for the defendant, to set aside writ of foreign at- 
tachment issued in the suit, and to obtain the release of the ship 
Maria Diederika, detained thereunder. The facts of the case 
would appear to be as follows :—Certain tubs of steel were shipped 
on board the Maria Diederika at Rotterdam, consigned to Messrs. 
Melchers and Co. Just as the vessel was about to sail a document 
was handed to the captain purporting to be a notice from the un- 
-paid vendors, who were not the immediate shippers of the steel, of 
stoppage in transitu. The steel was under all the cargo at the 
bottom of the ship, and was brought on here in the vessel. On 
her arrival Messrs. Melchers and Co. claimed delivery of the goods 
on their bill of lading. Delivery was refused by the captain, un- 
less an indemnity was given him against all possibility of loss at 
the suit of the persons giving the notice in Rotterdam. Thi 
indemnity was refused, and the present action brought against 
the owner of the ship, under the Focsten Attachment Ordinance. 
Mr. Hayliar, for the captain and owner of the ship, argued that 
mo cause of action arose within the jurisdiction of the Court, the 
contract on the bill of lading being overruled, so far as the carrier 
was concerned, by the notice served on the captain in Rotterdam, 
and that the person to be sued was the vendor in Rotterdam. 
Mr. Hayllar dwelt very much on the hardship to the shipowner 
of his being made liable to such an action as this, he being bound 
to take notice of the document given him, which he believes to

the Census ordinances, but it has been engaged upon matters of 
much greater importance. The new English Bankruptcy Act, 

and the law to abolish imprisonment for debt, amended and 
adapted to this colony, have passed their second reading, and 
will probably become law before the close of the session. The 
Council has also under consideration a Bill for the suppression of 
Wah Whay lotteries and gaming houses,—a measure that has 
been found necessary, owing to the opportunities afforded for 
evading the present law, and the extreme difficulty of 
checking these evils, which are productive of much mis- 
chief among the classes who patronise them. A _Conta- 
gious Diseases Bill is also under way, and is much needed. At 
the meeting on the 2lst instant the Estimates for 1871 were 
laid before the Council, and a Bill introduced to apply the sum of 
$1,280,676.68 to the public seruice for the ensuing year. The 
revenue is estimated at $1,365,592, thus showing a surplus of 
$84,915 22. We observe, however, that only $20,000 is set down 
as expected to berealised by the sale of the Government steamers ; 
and if the other items of revenue are estimated as moderately, 

the agures will not, we think, be found far wrong, and there will 
even be a possibility of the actual revenue considerably exceed- 
ing the Estimates. 

The report of the Committee to inquire into the Public Offices 
had not yet been made public, and it was looked forward to with 
much curiosity. The disturbances that appeared to be brewing 
between the various Chinese secret societies have been amicably 
adjusted, at least for the time, and there are no longer signs of 
turbulence--the activity and watchfulness of the police having 
effectually prevented any serious breach of the peace ; enrolling 
the headmen of two clans anxious for a quarrel as special con- 
stables, and giving them a fatiguing march on “ police duty,” had 
the effect of deterring them from any further disposition to fight. 

The Dutch steamer from Batavia, which arrived on Oct. 23, re- 
ported the North German ship @. F. Vonverk, from Hamburg for 
Shanghai, ashore near the second point in Banka Straits. The 
captain of the Dutch steamer worked ten hours endeavouring to 
get the vessel off, but after having parted three hawsers give up 
the attempt, and brought the chief officer of the ship to this port 
to obtain assistance. The Sarawak steamer Royalist, the only 
ee steamer in port, was to go down to endeavour to get 
her off,

SAIGON. 


We have received the first number of L’ Independant de Saigon, 
a French newspaper, which it is proposed to publish on the lst and 
15th of each month. Our new contemporary advocates strong Re- 
publican opinions, and in his opening article congratulates himself 
on possessing an editorial staff composed of gentlemen holding ab- 
solutely the same ideas on political subjects. Notwithstanding 
this unanimity of sentiment it, is, however, the intention of all the 
members of the Editorial Committee to limit their responsibility 
to their own articles, all which consequently appear with signa- 
tures attached to them. There is only one item of local news. 
The new Procureur-General, M. Charles Dain, had arrived in the 
steamship Japan, and met with an enthusiastic reception ; and, 
from an allusion in the notices to cor ndents, we gather that 
the Germans in Saigon had been prohibited from receiving any 
letters, except open ones, before their expulsion was resolved upon.

SHANGHAI.—With the exception of an improved demand for Jeans 
and common 7 lbs. T-Cloths, there had been little variation in the Piece 
Goods market since last mail. An advance in the value of these had 
been established, and a good inquiry still existed for them. The latter 
were light in stock, and holders were asking higher rates. Considerable 
sales of Mexican 7 lb. T-Cloths were reported, at former low rates; and 
8 Ibs. goods were in rather better favour. Business in 8} lbs. Grey 
Shirtings was still impeded by the absence of supplies. Prices were un- 
changed. In 7 lbs. little had been done. Some large operations in the 
heavy makes, at very low figures, were reported us last mail was leaving, 
but hud since been contradicted. There was no change in the market 
for White Shirtings or Fancy Cottons. English and Durch Drills were 
wante'l at former quotations ; but American Cloth had received no at- 
tention during the week.

THE TRIAL OF MR. HARGREAVES. 

Our readers have for some time been prepared for the 
sentence which has visited Mr. Hargreaves, of Shanghai, 
with a year’s imprisonment for fraudulent breach of trust on 
the prosecution of the Chartered Bank of India, Australia, 
and China, reported in another column. Severe loss had 
been sustained by the Bank in consequence of the fraudulent 
transactions of the defeadant, and in the interests of commer- 
cial morality it was necessary that an example should be made. 
While concurring, however, in the general result of the trial, 
there are some points in it which we think deserve more than 
passing attention. It appears beyond doubt that, if the goods 
on which the Bank made the advances to Mr. Harcresves 
had been deposited in the godowns of some independent per- 
Bon, he could not have had access to them, or have yielded 
to the temptation to dispose of them as he did when 
they wero left in his own control. The advisability of 
Securing tho deposit of all hypothecated goods in dis- 
Interested hands cannot be too strongly urged on the at- 
tention of bank managers ard others who are often called 
upon to make advances to mercantile men under circum- 
Btances of great risk. In the present case, it is clear that 
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the affairs of Mr, HARGREAVES were so mixed up with Mr, 
THORBURN'S business that it was inconsistent to expect him 
to act conscientiously as the representative of both separately. 
It is also worthy of remark that all the money obtained by 
Mr. Harcreaves was immediately devoted to propping up 
the tottering credit of his house. It all went in the 
way of speculation, and none of it was applied to the per- 
sonal expenses or gratification of the prisoner. This, of 
course, is no excuse fur breach of trust, but few will fail 
to see in it an extenuating circumstance which, no 
doubt, exercised an influence on the sentence, and which 
might therefore have been alluded to with advantage- 
by the Judge when pronouncing it. His Lordship’s speech 
in passing sentence was, however, 80 laconio as to be a little: 
surprisiug from its brevity to those accustomed to the prac- 
tice in English Courts. All that his Lordship said was— 
“ William Hargreaves, the Jury have found a verdict of 
“ guilty against you ; aud the only thing that remains for 
“ me to do is to pass sentence upon you. I will do so very 
“briefly ; it is that you be imprisoned for oue year.” It 
would be impossible to put the result in fewer words ; but 
we think that a few sensible remarks would not have been 
thrown away on the occasion, if they had served to point out 
how easily commercial frauds like the present might be pre- 
vented by the strict observance of the ordinary precautions 
of business men.

THE ROMAN CATHOLICS IN CHINA. 

The Pall Mall Gazette reminds us that the Tientsin correspondent 
of the Shanghai Daily News recently drew down upon his head the 
wrath of the foreign communities in China by expressing a hint in 
the columns of that paper that the Roman Catholic victims of the 
Tientsin massacre brought that catastrophe upon themselves. Never- 
theless, the Pall Mall feels bound to say that in no civilised country 
in the world would such conduct he endured as that habitually prac- 
tised by the Roman Catholic missionaries in China; conduct, more- 
over, which is faithfully upheld by the French authorities. There Ultra- 
montanism assumes its extreme and most uninviting form. Every 
effort is made by the priests to withdraw proselytes as far as possible 
from the jurisdiction of the native authorities, and to defend them 
against their mandarins in all cases of dispute. It is no uncommon 
thing for a Chinaman desirous of gaining some particular cause in 
the native courts to announce himself as a convert, and then by 
representing to the priest that the wrong under which he alleges 
himself to be suffering is an act of religious persecution, to en- 
list his support and influence with the mandarins on his bebalf. In 
the province in which Tientsin is situated, the Roman Catholic mis- 
sionaries, rightly or wrongly, have for years been yery generally ac- 
cused of attempting to create an “ imperium in imperio,” by exempt- 
ing their converts from the necessity of paying the Imperial taxes. 
The craving after property, and especially after pagodas, which are 
everywhere the objects of the people's supreme veneration, as being 
the dwelling places of the local tutelary deities, is one of the gravest 
and most universal mistakes made by the missionaries. The pagodas 
are the religious property ot the whole district, and for the priests to 
occupy them, therefore, on a mandate exacted from the mandarin, or 
at the invitation of the Ch-istian part of the population, cannot fail to 
outrage the feelings and superstitions of a large section of the people. 
It must be assumed that, befure adopting their line of policy, the mis- 
sionaries counted the cost, and looked the possible consequences of 
pursuing it fairly in the face. They have doubtless also been encou- 
raged to continue it by the support they have invariably received from 
their Coneuls and their Minister at Peking, to the prestige derived 
from which most of the ostensible successes of the modern race cf 
Roman Catholic missionaries are due. If we examine into their sys- 
tem, the fact becomes apparent that it Jacks self-sustaining power, and 
depends for its continued existence on a constant a¢cess of influence, 
Hence we find the priests compelled to assume the character rather of 
political partisans than of simple preachers of the Word. 


ROMANISM VERSUS PROTESTANTISM.* 

The Protestant missionscannot vie with the Catholic. It appears proba" 
ble that the more free spirit of Protestantism will prove itself to be after 
the lapse of a few years better adapted than the Latin form of Chris- 
tianity for extension among the Chinese. It encourages independence 
and free inquiry, and checks servility and reliance on a sacvidotal 
order. This the educated Chinese appreciates very highly, and when 
the alternative is before him he will never choose the abnegation of 
liberty. It has been thought that the pomp of an external ritual— 
beautiful pictures illustrating the evangelical history, flower- decked 
altars, devotional processions, ravishing music, and rich priestly 
robes—would dazzle the senses of the Chinese and outrival the attrac-

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tions of Buddhism. The conclusion fo be drawn from this is very 
doubtful. The Pekingese have their own street processions, their long 
pilgrimages to noted shrines, their own masses for the dead. Their 
peo tents travel for many miles, measuring their length on the ground 
as they go, or with iron chains fast-ned on their hands and feet. They 
mike vows when sick to devote themselves toa life of celibacy and 

rayer. They expend large sums in building temples in order to accumu- 

te merit and ensure the forgiveness of sins. The multiplied repetition, 
by the believing votary, of the name of Amitabha Buddha, will, he is 
assured, bring him as much happiness and exemption from as many 
evils as that of Ave Maria could do should he change his creed. If 
the Catholic priest rely on his power to ontrival the Buddhist and 
Tauist priests of the heathen monasteries he will find the competition 
a sharp one and the victory difficult to secure. In an educated country 
like China the prospect of success remains rather with those who ap- 
peal to reason and to Divine command. 


TROOPS FOR THE FAB EAST. 

! The following are the details of the troops now under orders to pro- 
ceed to stations in the Far East :—For Ceylon: 73rd Regt.—2 officers, 
165 men, 6 women, and 6 children ; Staff—2 medical officers, 1 lady, 
1 child, and 1 female servant; Ceylon Rifles—1 officer ; Royal Artil- 
lery—1 staff sergeant, and 1 wife ; Royal Engineers—! staff sergeant, 
1 wite, and 1 chitd. For Singapore: 75th Regt —5 officers, 100 men, 
6 women, and 6 children; Staff—1 medical officer. For Japan: 1st 
Bart. 10th Regt.—4 officers, 283 men, 6 women, and seven children. 
The orders lately given for a detachment of the 75th Regiment to pro- 
ceed to Hong Kong have been withdrawn. The wings of the 75th, 
now stationed at Hong Kong and Singapore re-pectively, will probably 
relieve each other. The steamer Parana, which sailed from London 
this day, will call at Plymouth to embark the detachment ordered to 
Singapore. The Parana will proceed via the Suez Canal. 

With reference to the troops which ure to be despaiched from India 
as reliefs for China we learn that the steamers Mauritius und Bellona, 
which have been tuken up by Government, are to leave Boinbay at once 
for Cannanore, and there receive on board the 13th Madras N.L., for 
Hong Kong. The headquarters consist of four officers and 450 men, 
with 110 followers, and the second wing comprises the same number 
of officers and 4UU men, with 100 followers. ‘The Mauritius and Bel- 
lona, it is expected, will bring from Hong Kong the 29th Mudras N.I. 

Tenders have been invited for the conveya:ce to Yokuhama of a de- 
tachment comprising 5 officers, 284 non-commissioned officers and 
privates, and 13 women and children. 

The Ferdinand de Leaseps, with the detachment of troops,for Colombo, 

175 officers and men, wiil sail abuut the 6th inst. 
{ The Nimble, 5, screw gun-vessel, Commander Lee, which had been de- 
tained at Plymouth by teavy weather, left the Sound on the 27th ult, 
for the East Indies, via the Suez Canal.

These stuffs, saya the Engineer, “have the ap- 
pearance of very fine alpaca, with, however. a more silky gloss. They 
are, apparently, not so elastic as either silk oralpaci, as they more 
easily take and more permanently keep a crease. This objection is 
being overcome by working up a little wool into the fabric, Taking 
the possibility of making such beautiful fabrics, together with the 
authoritatively-stated fact that ‘there isa practically aulimited ex- 
tent of country in Jndia where the plant could be grown,’ it must be 
seen that the subject is one of vast importance, and that the material 
offers a wide ficla for work to our machinists.”

VICE CHANCELLORS’ COURT. 
. NICKALLS V. EATON. 

Mr. Dickingon, Q.C., and Mr. J. N. Higgins moved, on behalf of 
the plaintiff, Mr. Tom Nickalls, a dealer on the Stock Exchange, for 
an injunction to restrain an action brought against him by a Mr. Wil- 
liam Dent to recover a sum of £1,300, which had been paid by Mr. 
Dent for calls on 100 shares in the Bank of Hindustan, China, and Japan, 
now in course of liquidation. The question of liability turned upon the 
rules and customs of the Stock Exchange, according to which, when a 
dealer or jobber passes the name of buyer and transferee to the ulti- 
mate or immediate vendor, as the case may be, ten days are allowed 
to elapse after settling’ day before the transfer is completed, within 
which any objections are to be taken, and the plaintiff's case was that 
these days having been allowed to elapse he, as dealer, was relieved of 
all responsibility. It appeared that Mr. Dent had sold the sharcs on 
the Stock Exchange in the usval manner through his brokers to Mr. 
Nickalle, as dealer, and that Mr. Nickalls had on the settling day 
passed the name of George Eaton, an infant, into whose name the 
transfer was completed. On the winding up the infant’s name was 
removed from the list of contributories and Mr. Dent's name sub- 
stituted. Mr. Dent then paid calla to the amount of £1,300 and 
brought an uction last January against the dealer. The action stood 
for trial at the sittings in London after last Trinity Term, when it was 
made a remanet, and was now about to be tried at the sittings in the 

resent mouth. The Bill was filed on the 13th September by Mr. 

ickalls against Mr. Edward Eaton, the father of the infant, to obtain 
& declaration that Mr. Edward Eaton waa the true owner of the shares 
and bound to indemnify him, and against Mr. Dent to restrain the 
action, and notice of motion for an injunction served on the 29th of 
last month. 

Mr. Karslake, QC., and Mr. A. @. Marten, who appeared for Mr. 
Dent, contended that the question was a purely legal one, which had 
only been brought into equity at the last moment by Mr. Nickalls for 
purposes of delay, and that even if Mr. Nickalls had any remedy in 
equity, he had, by his laches, di-entitled himself to relief. 

The Vice-Chancellor, without calling for a reply, said that if com- 
plete justice could be done at Jaw there would be no grounds for the 
application. But that was not the case, for there could be no doubt 
that the real purchaser of the shares was Edward Eaton, the father, 
who was not a party to the action; and it was obvious that complete 
As to the argument of dila- 
toriness, no diligence appeared to have been shown by any one, nor 
did any one’s rights appear to have been prejudiced by the delay. The 
injunction must, therefore, be granted in terms of the notice of motion. 


BANKRUPTCY COURT. , 
IN RE WILLIAM HARBORD. 

This was a sitting for public examination. The bankrupt was a 
merchant trading in Gracechurch-street as Harbord, Wilkinson, and 
Co., and at Bombay as Harbord and Co., but the firms consisted of the 
same persone, the bankrupt and Mr. Wilkinson. The case firet came 
before the Court under the liquidation clauses, and the creditors ulti- 
mately resolved upon a bankruptcy, and this was obtained without 
resistance. The case, it seemed, involves large interests. Under the 
bankruptcy no accounts had yet been filed, but in the liquidation pro- 
ceedings the liabitities were stated at about half a million ie and 
the deficiency at £105,000. An estimated loss of £86,791 had been 
incurred on shipments to India, China, and Japan, and by bad debta, 
but the exact amount could not be ascertained; indeed, the whole of 
the present statements were based upon estimate, and until further 
information was obtained from Bombay the bankrupt could not file 
the regular accounts. The trustees applied for a long adjournment. 

The Court adjourned the further hearing until the 20th of March, 
the bankrupt expressing hia readiness to file certain explanatory ac- 
counts required by the trustees. 

IN BRE GEORGE MELBOURN. : 

The bankrupt was a merchant in Leadenhall-street, also srecing at 
Batavia, in partnership with Messrs. Tolson and Lichtenberg. The 
liabilities under the joint catate were very large, amounting to 
£126,000, with available assets of small amount. The bankrapt has 
died since the proceedings. A sitting for dividend under Mr. Mel- 
bourn’s private estute was now held. It appeared that a balance of 
£3,000 was in hand, and it was resolved that £2,000 of the amount 
should be divided amonggt the separate creditors. Order accordingly. 
Subsequently there was a sitting for public examination ; but it ap- 
pearing that the bankrupt was dead a memorandum of that fact was 
ordered to be entered on the proceedings, and the sitting was ad- 
journed sine die. 





IN RE H. H. SEVERS. 

The bankrupt, H. H. Severs, carried on business as a merchant in 
Gracechurch-street. It appeared that he had made certain copsign- 
ments to China and the proceeds had been remitted to him on joint 
account of him-elf and another. Those proceeds, amounting to about 
£1,000, were claimed by the Manchester and Salford Bank aa being: 
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pee applicable to the payment of bills discounted by them. 
he claims were resisted by the assignees, mainly on the grounds 
that the proceeds were not specifically applicable as alleged, and that 
the same were in the bankrupt’s order and disposition at the period 
of the adjudication. 

After reviewing the circumstances and the authorities npon the sub- 
ject at considerable length, the Registrar decided that the bank was 
entitled to the proceeds of the consignuments, He was also of opinion 
that certain proceeds which had not yet arrived on account of some 
farther consignments ought also to be paid over to the bank, and there 
would be a declaration accordingly. 








LITERATURE, SCIENCE, AND ART.

The History of England. By Sir Edward L. Creasy. London: James 
Walton —Two volumes of this work are before us; it is to be completed 
in tbrce more ; and if it maintains the character of its commencement 
to the end, it may perhaps take its plece among those historical works 
of no distinct speciality, for the necessity or object of whic: it is diffi- 
cult to imagine any very good reason. That Sir Edward Creary is a 
Conscientious student there can be no doubt; indeed, in his preface he 
admits that he has altered his views on many historical questions since 
he began his work, and also that his preseut history is not strengthened 
by full references to the authorities which caused him either to form or 
alter his opinions. After a perusal of the volumes, we must cunfess 
that, whether we have regard to the value or style of argument, we find 
it difficult to find any good reason for its publication while Macaulay's 
History holds it present place in the public mind. 

The Commercial Annual for China, Japan, the Philippines, and the 
Far East Gencrally: Loudon, P. Algar.—This publication toms a valu- 
able work of reference to all who have commercial relutions with the Far 
East. In addition to the tariffs, tide tables, and tables of moncys, weights 
and measures, an umount of information is given with reference to the 
various treatics thut regulate trade. It is well printed w elcar and 
readable type, and is embellished with a map of China und Japan. We 
understand that a supply of the work will go out by the present mail. 

The new monthly journal Aré, the establishment of which we noticed 
some time since, scems to improve with cach successive issue. ‘The illus- 
trations in the prescut number (for December) include a reproduction 
of an origi: al drawing by Princess Louise, inscribed as a Portrait of a 
Canadian Lady. This is followed by a copy of Morlund’s picture, 
“ Dressit g for the Masquerade,” and one of a Rembrandt in the Mar- 
quis of Westminster's collection, entitled “A Portrait of Kerghem,” 
and concluding with a fac-simile of an carly Italian print on the sub- 
ject of the Crucifixion. The execution of all these subjects is extremely 
good ; in fact, as specimens of photographic art, they have scldom been 
surpassed. 

At the last meeting of the Geographical Society, which was presided 
over by Sir Henry Rawlinson, in the absence from illness of Sir Rode- 
Fick Murcl.ison, a paper was read by Captain Sherard Osborn on the 
geography of the bed of the Atlantic and Indian Ocears and the Me- 
diterranean Sea, C.ptain Osborn, referring to diagrams, showed the 
outline of the bed of the ocean between the O1kney Islands and Labra- 
dor, Ireland and Newfoundland, France and the United States, England 
and the Cape of Good Hope, Gibraltar and Egypt, and Suez and Bom- 
bay. In these, as in many other soundings, there was a remarkable 
absence of abrupt depths and greut outlines, the contour being soft and 
round. He was convinced that the bed of the ocean is saved from those 
forces which affect the carth proper. He doubted whether ocean cur- 
rents ran very dcep, amd, although a healthy circulation was maintained, 
yet there was an absence of those mighty streams which would score 
up the bottcm of the ocean in the same way as rivers wear away the 
land. The bed of the sea was, in fact, more like the Desert of Sa 
hara or the prairics of North America, both of which weie probably 
once the bottom of the ocean. No greater depth than 3,000 fathoms, 
or 18,000 fect, had yet becn reached in the Atlantic. In ascertaining 
these and further data geographers were greatly indebred to telegraphy, 
whose agents had upto this time laid 19,000 milcs of cable, of the value 
of £9,00U,000. Uniform climate cxi>ts in the bed of the ocean, and he 
had no doubt that through all those regions organic life is in some de- 
Bree to be found. After some discussion, in which Profes:or Huxley 
and Mr. Gwyn Jeffreys took purt, the meeting gave a vote of thunks to 
Captain Sherard Osborn. Previously to the readin of the paper, Sir 
H. Rawlinson expres-ed the deep sorrow with which the Fellows of the 
Society had reccived the intelligence of the serious illness of Sir Rode- 
rick Murchison, A resolution expressive of their sympathy and regret 
was proposed by the Council, and agrecd to by acclamation. 

We (the Atheneum) ate glad to Icarn that the efforts of the Ceylon 
Government for Sanskrit, Pali, and Singhalese lite: ature are assuming 
mor importance. As we have mentioned,a local authority, Mr. James 
de Alwis, was employed iu searching ouf and cutalozuing MSS. His 
three most imporiant discoveries are a fine Sanskrit poem by a Singha- 
lese king of the sixth century, and two Singhalese religious MSS. His 
Catalogue, of which the first portion may be ready by the new year, 
will con.prise three volumes of 800 pages each, and to it will be ap- 
pended a classified inclex of the subjects, an essential portion of such a 
work. A library of MSS. of Buddhist work has now becn formed by 
Government, for which the important contribution of the Tripitaka, in 
forty volumes, from the King of Burmah, is on its way. The Govern- 
ment |.ax also applied to the King of Siam for the Burmese version. The 
Ceylon Observer justly remarks that all these copies should be closely 
examined, in order to see if the priests have made them conform to their 
own notions. One of the finest Buddhist collections is that of our 
India Library in London, but no sufficient effort is mude to turn it to 
account. With the French, the study of Buddhism is a speculative 
exercise ; for us it is of political value. 

A valuable assemblage of old English porcelain, Japancee enamels, 
and other works of art, the property of an amateur in the country, has 
been disposed of at the rooins of Messrs. Christic, Manson, and Woods, 
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Ameng the more important articles were the following Japanese ena- 
mels :—A pair of cylindrical match-pots, and four pairs of larze two- 
handled vases, with fish, birds, and ornaments—-£55 5s. A pair of very 
large dishes, with poultry, dragons, and ornaments, of unusual size and 
beauty, and two pairs smaller do., with birds and flowers—£63 5s. A 
pair of fine Satsuma vases, with birds and flowers in colours and gold, 
with gilt mask handles, on lacquered stands—£40. A pair of gilt panels 
elaborately carved with Chinese figures and landscapes brought 20 gs. 
A handsome Oriental dinner service, richly enamelled with peacocks and 
flowers, consisting of 230 pieces—£41 10s. A Chinese coffee-pot of 
silver, richly chased with figures an | landscapes, weighing 52 0z.—£16 
10s. A pair of two-handled vases, of Chinese enamel, with flowers, in- 
sects, and characters in colours on blue and crimson ground— £40. 


Foreign Intelligence. 


GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


HAMBURG, Nov. 29. 

I have much pleasure in being enabled to communicate to-day to your 
Teutonic readers in the Far East the pleasing intelligence that the uni- 
fication of Germany has become a wreat and acknowledged fact. The 
accomplishment of this much desired end is indirectly but mainly due 
to the ex-Emperor Napoleon, who, though ho did all in his power to 
prevent it by his intrigues and selfish policy for the last four years, suc- 
eecded, no doubt much again-t his will, in bringing it about in one 
single day by means of his insane declaration of war on July 15 
last, which caused all Germany to rise as one man, to resent the indignity 
and insult offered them, and we have already secn with what results. 
Tue Treaties which bind all Germuny into one homogenouus inass have 
been already signed, and there can be no doubt that they will be ap- 
proved and ratified by the Legislative Chambers of the South German 
States, whilst the Reichstag, or North German Federal Parliament, 
has been convened for the same purpose, and was opened a few days 
azo by the Vice-Chancellor Delbruck, in the absence of the Chancellor, 
Count Bismark, who is still at the head-quarters qf the King of Prus- 
sia at Versailles. In my last letter I stated that the King of Bavaria 
made some difficulties about the conditicns of his joining the Con- 
federation, and required some special stipulations as an equivalent. 
Some of these he has withdrawn, and one or two Count Bismark 
has conced:d, as he thought it of much more ccnsequence to s8e- 
cure the adherence of Bavaria than to risk it at the present moment, 
when the armies of the North and South are fighting side by side 
against France. Without going into details I may say that the 
constitution of the North German Confederation remains intact, with 
the exception of the few alterations indispensably required by the new 
state of things. Thus the Confederation is of course no lonycr the North 
German but the German, the Federul Council is to be augamented by 
four votes for Wurtemberg, three for Baden, and three for Hvsse. Darm- 
stadt; whilst these three States will be represented inthe Reichstay by 
a number of members clectel in proportion to the population, as in the 
rest of Germany, viz, Wurtemberg will send seventeen members, 
Baden fourteen, and Hesse six new representatives for that part 
of the Grand Duchy south of the Maine, in addition to the six she 
now sends, clected in the district to the north of that river, and 
which already forms an integral part of the Confederation. The 
figures for Bavaria have not yet been published, but they will be in 
much the same proportion. Among the alterations in the Constitu- 
tion is the addition of a new article providing for the further extension 
of the Confederation which has hitherto escaped public comment, at 
least in the press, but which is of rather an ominous nature, The new 
Article 79 says:—‘* The entrance of a Germun State, not already 
being a member of the Con'edcration can be effected on the proposal 
of the President (the King of Pruseia) by a simple act of legislation.” 
This may apply to the German provinces of Livonia, Esthonia, and 
Courland, situated In the Baltic, und for the Jast hundred and fifty- 
five yeurs under the %cep're of Russia; or it may mean the Tyrol and 
Trieste in the south, and: perhaps Moravia and Upper Austria; 
or clse it may simply have reference to Alsace and Lorraine, 
which it ia expected will be cluimed from France and reincorpo- 
rated with Germany; or, lastly, it may te intended to facilitate 
the entrance of that unlucky Grand Duchy of Luxemburg, hover- 
ing on the frontiers between France and Germany, owning the 
King of the Netherlands, from whom it is sepurated by Belgium, as its 
lawful sovercign, at one period forming a part of Germany, and even 
now admitted to be a member of the Zollverein, but without any veto 
or vote in the Council, renounced by the Dutch as aliens and foreigners, 
and in the undignified position of living on sufferance and under the 
somewhat doubttul guarantee of certain great Powers of Europe, one 
of which being France, who is at present certainly not in a condition to 
redeem her plecge of guarantee ayuinst any violation of territory or in- 
fraction of recognised neutrality. Thus, it will be seen, this new Ar- 
ticle in the Gerinan Constitution opens the door very widely for further 
adhesions to the Confederation. 

We have had here lately a large importation of French officers, pri- 
soners of war, mostly belonging to Marehal Bazaine’s army that capitu- 
late! at Metz, aud among them is General Coffiniere, late commandant 
of that furtress, Having nothing elee to do they are perambulating the 
streets at all hours of the day with their hands in their trouscrs’ pockets, 
in that slovenly way the French have, and perhaps to keep their hands 
warm, as they are innocent of gloves. There are already about a thou- 
sand of them here, und a similar nuinber is expected next weck. Being 
on parole they are allowed free action, und huve to make thcir own ar 
rangements for their bard and lodging, either at hotels or in private 
houses. The former are of course prcferred, us most of the German 
waiters have at least a smattering of the French language, enough 
to understand what is wanted. They are under no control, ex- 
cept that once a week they must attend the general muster and 
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answer to their names. They get their pay at regular periods, 
subalterns at the rate of twelse Prossian dollars per month, and 
officers of higher rank $25. In trusting implicitly to their word of 
honour, given in writing by those who can writc—for experience has 
shown that a very considerable proportion of them are quite without 
education aud unable even to sign their namee—the French officers have 
been distributed over the whole of Germany, in the open towns and 
large villazes, where it is impossible to kecp a rigid control over their 
movements. But I regret to state that this generosity of the Germans 
towards their prisoners has in many cases been greatly abused, and 
their number hes been materially diminished by breating their parole 
and finding means to effect their ercaye. It is sad to contemplate this 
state of dcemoralisation in the French army, which lately boasted of 
marching at the head of Europcan civilivation, but it is an undeniable 
fact. Every day the German papers teem with the details of such fla- 
grant casce. The Hamburgher Nachrichten of to-day contains the fol- 
lowing three items:—1. ‘f During the list weck eleven French officers 
confined on parole at Hirschberg in Silesia have disappeared, and are 
known to have crossed the Austrian frontier, whence they will be able 
to return to their native country, as Austria is not bound to deliver 
them up. Itisto be hoped that some of them will be re-captured in 
France und sent back under a eafe escort to Germany.”—2. ‘‘A few 
days days ng» three officers who were paroled in writing at Sedan, and 
recapturcd at Orleans, with arms in their hands, and fighting against the 
Germans, passed through Darmstudt on their way to Ingolstadt, ac- 
companied by a strong detachinent of Dragoons.”— 3. ‘‘ Last Satur- 
day a French officer of rank—report says a colonc] of Hus-are— 
passed through Frankfort under an escort of Bavarian Jagers, en 
voute for Spandau, where he is to be tried by a court-martial 
for having deliberately broken his parole and returned to France, 
where fae was recaptured fighting against Germany.” Here at 
Hamburg similar abuses are of frequent occurrence; at last week’s 
muster fifteen were missing, and at Postsdam and other places 
even more have made their escape. The Dresden Journal of yes- 
terday contuins a steckbrief, or official notice, of the escape of a 
French officer on parole there, giving a signalement, or the particular 
description of his name, age, rank, aud personal iuppearance, and calling 
upon all civil and military authorities, should they find him, to arrest 
and send him back under safe escort to the commandant at Dresden. 
It is melancholy to be obliged to chronicle such dishonourable cases, 
but when Generis! Officers—General Ducrot, now second in command 
under General Trochu at Paris, is in a similar predicament, and special 
orders hive been given to secure his person alive or dead when the 
capitulation t:kes place—I say, when Generals are not ashamed to set 
such an example, it is not to be wondered at that other officers should 
consider themsclves justified in a similar course of action. 

The King of Prussia has conferred the Order of the Royal Crown on 
Captain Koldewey avd Captain Begemann, the respective commanders 
of the two ships lately returned from the German North Pole Expe- 
dition. 

In the sitting of the Reichstag on the 30th a petition praying for the 
acquirition «f the French naval station at Saigon, at the conclusion of 
peacc, was laid on one side, ard the House passed to the order of the 
day. Thc committee which had reported on the petiticn had expressed 
a desire that it should be referred to the Chancellor of the Confedera- 
tion. 

Aletter from St. Petersburg states that an expedition sent by the 
mercantile firm of Butin Brothers, to discover a direct route between 
Wertschio-k and Tientsin, had returned to the former place, and been 
very succes-ful, having found a short and practicable road. The Mongol 
inhabitants were vory friendly, and exyressed themselves pleased at 
being brought into intercourse with the Russians, 

There are still French ships of war cruising in the North Sea and 
capturing harmless Germin merchant vessels, the erews of which are 
sent to France and detained as prisoncrs of war, against all interna- 
tional law and usage. 

COMMERCIAL. 

The Tea market is calm, and but little business las been done, as the 
stocks in the bands of importers are nearly exhausted, and no offers 
have been made for delivery. Cuss:a Lignea and Pepper continue in 
good demand, and the prices of both are again higher. Rice commands 
an easy sale, as the consumption in the interior of Germany, since the 
reduction of the duty, as well as from the failure of the potato crop 
in some districts, is decidedly on the increase. Nothing to report about 
Spelter, prices nominally without alteration.

Rorrespam, Nov. 30. 

We are still without a Ministry, Messrs. Fock and Brocx are en- 
trusted by his Majesty—who, notwithstanding the political difficulties 
which prevail, remains at het Loo with the task of reconstructing 
the Cabiuet. Day after day we are assured by the papers that the 
seven wise men will be named within a very short time, but up to this 
moment these prophesies are not fulfilled. It has even been asserted 
that Mr. Fransen van de Putte had accepted the portfolio of the Colo- 
nial depiriment, and at the same time it was stated by the Arn. 
hemache Courant that Mr. Myer would be recalled at once and 
replaced by Mr. Geerteema. All these rumours are canards. In the 
meantime the criais has lasted many weeks, and this fact proves cither 
that we lave only very few capable men, or that but very few are 
inclined 1) accept under actual circum+tunces a seat in the Ministry. 
There is, indeed, something ‘rotten in the State ;” the Liberal party 
gives signs of lameness,—there is no vigour, and with the Conserva- 
tives it is till work, and they cannot at all take the reins of Govern- 
ment in Land. It is impossible to predict the results of the endeavours 
of both our reconstructing ministera; but I think jt will be a wonder 
if they succeeded in finding five persons who will be able to exercise 
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the several opinions of our speechmaking M.P.s. It seems certain 
that the whole Parliamentary seasion may be regarded as lost. The 
Budgets cannot, of course, be carried before the Ist of J anuary. 
Credit-laws must be passed, and the ordinary time devoted to dig. 
cussing Bills it will be necessary to spend in the Budgets debates. 
Again next. year half the Chamber must resign, to be re-elected or re- 
placed. What we want is a man, aneminentman. Thorbecke--onee 
the personification of liberaligm, is old—so old that he has advised'the 
King to appoint a Conservative Cabinet, notwithstanding that the 
majority of the Chamber votes with the Liberals. This advice was:s. 
mistake, and a proof that an eminent man can live too long to main- 
tain his reputation. Indeed our future isall but certain ; our political 
horizon is clouded; people are fearful of annexation, but they do not 
understand the enormous difficulties and divergences in our home 
organisation, and they are unable to perceive that there is not the 
least connection between disorganieation and annexation. If our 
nationality is endangered the first thing shown will be that weare 
able to rule both ourselves and our colonies wisely and well. 

The reports with reference to commercial affairs are more satisfactory. 
The greatest activity prevails in all branches of trade. Enormous 
quantities of merchandise are shipped to the Rhine, so that ship; 
is scarce. On the Bourse, however, a sort of inactivity prevails, 
in all stocks there have been large fluctuations, owing chiefly to the 
continued agitation of the Russian difficulty and rumours of the moat 
unauthentic character. There have been fresh reports of armistice 
negotiations; it was said that the Powers would meet in a conference 
to settle as well the Russian difficulties as the war between Franceand 
Germany. But all these reports proved untrue. Money continues. to 
accumulate, but the Bank rate of discount remains unaltered. 

Some weeks ago I mentioned that Messrs. Kern and van Gennep had 
opened a public subscription on behalf of Mr. Douwea Dekker ‘Male 
tatuli), the author of the “Max Havelaar.” According to the Zaan~ 
landsche Courant he will thankfully accept the gilts of the public, 
about whom he once wrote: “I despise you with sincerity.” I do nat 
know whether any large sums have been contributed to this fund, but 
the commission declares that the money is not sufficient to permit 
“ Multatuli” to live in inactivity. In the first place the money will 
be devoted to his wife and children, who reside, I hear, in Italy. 

It was stated some days ago thit the mining engineer, Aquasie 
Boachi, of the residenc’ Madisen, Java, had addressed to the King a 
proposal to sacrifice six months of his salary, at f.500 a month, on be- 
half of the Dutch Treasury, in consequence of the bad political state of 
Europe. The King was touched by this proposal, but replied that the 
state of the Fatherland did not necessitate his accepting it. This fact 
has been passed over by the press without any comment. 

1 hear that in a few days a pamphlet will be published by Mr. G. 
C. Daum, wherein the project is devcloped for the establishment.of a 
steam line between Flolland and America. I have reason to believe 
that this plan will be successful. In my next letter I will give full 
particulars of this book, of which I have just seen the proof-sheets. 
You will remember that Mr. Dium was some years ago manager of 
the steam-line company of Mr. Cozes de Vries, at Batavia. 

On the 5th of next month a general meeting will be held at Amster- 
dam of creditors, shareholders. and holders of billain the Ooat Indiache 
Maatschappy van Administiatie en Lyfrenten. According to some 
letters published in the papers there prevails anything but a good un- 
derstanding between the creditors and shareholders and the new 
managers. The meeting promises to be very noisy. 

I hear with much regret that. Princess Frederic is dangerously ill, 
and has most probably but a few days to live. Her daughter, the 
Queen of Sweden, has arrived in the Hague. I have to report the 
death 5 Baron Dujardin, formerly oar Ambassador at the Court of 
Brussels. 

The Vaderland spread a false report that the Emprces Eugenie had 
passed a few days at the Hague, and had bought a villa in the neigh- 
boaorhood of the residency. 

Mr. W. A. van Rees has published a biography of Lieutenant-Colonel 
V. Fermeulen Krieger, who is well known in Java. 

Mr. J. A. Philipee has resigned his post as president of the Provin- 
cial Court of South Holland. 

PRODUCE MARKETS.

Of the 
former, sales to the extent of 20,000 half-chests are reported at prices 
indicating a further advance of one to two cents in common to good 
eargo kinds. Sales of the latter reach 8,600 half-chests, with some 
irregularity as to prices, but on the whole without quotable change in 
values. 3,200 half-chests Japan have also found buyers, leaving very 
few of this class of goods in first hands. The market for Tea gene- 
ay closes rather inactive, but with a decidedly firm tone.

The receipts from Nov. 2 to Nov. 16 amounted to 452,734 lbs.; the 
withdrawals for home consumption to 715,115 lbs. ; and the exports 
to 142,336 lbs.

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A NEW REBELLION IN CHINA. 

Tue position of the Chinese Government at the present 
moment is by no means an enviable one; and the reflection 
that it has only its own duplicity and weakness to blame for 
the difficulties that are accumulating round it would bea 
salutary lesson on the necessity of adopting a more consistent 
and enlightened policy towards both friends and foes, if there 
were any hope that it would profit by its experiences. The 
rebellion which has so long been chronic in China has again 
burst forth with renewed vigour. The Tartars in Mongolia 
have risen once more ; a rebel army of 20,000 men is re- 
ported by telegram to be under march against the Imperial 
Government, which is endeavouring to oppose it with a force 
immeasurably inferior in numbers, though no doubt far 
better equipped with the weapons in which the Chinese have 
been instructed by their European allies ; and, at the very 
time when the Imperial arms are thus required to defend the 
Government against a foe which should never be unexpected, 
its relations with the friendly Powers of the West have been 
disturbed by the consequences of its own perfidy and blind- 
ness. A heavy money penalty has been paid in partial expia- 
tion of the late outrages ; an envoy bas been compelled to 
be commissioned to Europe to settle finally the consequences 
of the Tientsin massacre ; and Tientsin itself is to be uccu- 
pied during the winter by British, American, French, and 
perbaps Russian gunboats. So far as we are concerned, these 
announcements are not unsatisfactory. M. RocHEcHOUART 
considers public confidence completely restored at Tientsin, 
and expresses himself satisfied with the new Governor-General. 
The safety of foreigners in China does not seem more likely 
to be compromised now than in the long series of insurrec- 
tionary movements which we traced to their origin in our 
issue of the 13th June last. We then pointed out that there 
was a fanatical feeling at the bottom of the rebellion, which 
the Chinese, if they were wise, would not undervalue. This 
feeling is the cause of the deep-seated hatred with which 
the Mussulman regards the Chinese Government, and the 
ruthless severity with which recent Mahommedan insurrec- 
tions have been repressed. ‘The feud between the Mahom- 
“ medan and the Chinaman proper has deepened from gene- 
“ration to generation until now, when the Crescent is no 
“longer formtdable in the West, it is constantly menacing 
“the integrity of the most ancient and extensive Empire of 
“the Far East.” Thus we wrote in June; yet since that 
time fanaticism of another kind, but the same in spirit and 
intensity, has been connived at, if it bas not been fostered, 
by the Chinese Government against the Christian Powers to 
which, if it had treated them with tolerance and candour, it 
might not unnaturally look for assistance in the protection of 
the integrity of the Empire. The Chinese Government will 
never te permanently secure until it learns to regard its 
treaties with ourselves as something more than mere permis- 
sion to trade in its ports. The force of this argument should 
never be lost sight of in the dealings of our representatives 
with the astute Chinese officials. It may be slowly and re- 
luctantly admitted, but it is certain to prevailin the long 
run; and it would save their vanity without aggravating 
their hatred, if they were taught to appreciate the strength 
of their European allies by seeing their arms turned against 
their rebels instead of being directed against their rulers. 
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THE SHANGHAI MEMORIAL TO LORD GRANVILLE. 

WE have received a copy of the memorial from the 
Shanghai Chamber of Commerce to Earl Granvitie on 
the snbject of the defence of the settlement. It draws 
attention to the fact that, ever since the opening of the 
ports by the Treaty of Nanking, the security of foreign life 
and property has been guaranteed by Her Masesty’s vessels 
of war; but that, of late years, attacks on Europeans have 
been suffered to go unpunished, till they havo weakened 
confidence in their powers of protection or resistance. All 
the Consular ports in China are thus placed in a critical. 
position, and the great value of the property owned by fo- 
reigners in Shanghai alone is a temptation to lawless bands, 
encouraged by the comparative impunity with which recent 
attacks on foreigners have been received. The value of the 
property of foreigners in Shanghai, exclusive of shipping, is 
estimated at £12,825,000, of which three-quarters is British. 
In addition, however, to the loss of actual property, incal- 
culable damage would be sustained by any stoppage of the 
trade. One ship of war would be enough to protect the 
settlement, if the regulations which govern the commanders 
were not so stringent as practically to debar them from 
taking. active measures until the lives and property of 
the resident foreigners might be destroyed. Mr. MED- 
HURST, H.M.’s Consul at Shanghai, states that the interfe. 
rence of a naval force in any emergency is not authorised, 
except in cases where the lives aud property of British sub- 
jects would in all probability be sacrificed without it ; and, even 
in such caaes, the Government will expect to be satisfied that 
the alternative of saving foreigners by taking them on board’ 
was not available. “Precautionary measures,” edds Mr. 
MeEpHursr, “ do not seem to be contemplated by the instruc- 
“tions, as now constituted, but merely the affording of such 
“assistance as may be necessary, in the event of an actual 
“attack, to tha preservation of life or the protection of pro- 
“perty from destruction.” On the principle that it is always 
well to know the worst, this explanation may, perhaps, be re- 
garded as satisfactory; but it is certainly not reassuring as 
regards the eafety of the life and property it is supposed to 
protect. 


THE FUTURE OF THE DUTCH EAST INDIES. 

Wen it became known in Holland that a Royal decree 
had been promulgated in Java by which the Agrarian Bilt 
was put in force, our Dutch correspondent protested most 
energetically against such an illiberal proceeding. It is not 
necessary to recall the enormous difficulties which the Libe- 
ral party in the Dutch Parliament had to overcome before 
this Bill became law ; it is sufficient to state ‘hat both in 
Holland and in her colonies abroad general satisfaction pre- 
vailed at the fact that at last a measure had been carried 
which tended to annihilate the principal of the grievances 
imposed by the Dutch colonial policy, and that at length the 
tide of European capital would flow towards Java. This 
prospect bas, however, been overturned ; the Agrarian law is 
practically a dead letter. It is certainly a very strange 
system upon which to enact laws. Parliament passes a Bill, 
it is confirmed by Royal assent, and then wholly an- 
nulled by a Royal decree stipulating the conditions under 
which it is to be set in force. We have nut far to seek 
for the origin of this proceeding. For several years past 
a Ministerial anarchy has prevailed in Holland—Ministers 
coming in and going out of power at very abortintervals. This 
was solely caused by a division in the Liberal ranks, the Con- 
servatives being really in the minority. These changes have 
exercised a bad influence. The Dutch Parliament has taken 
very little account of the grievances of Java, and nothing 
has been done to promote the welfare of that country. 
Samarang asks for a better harbour, the Javanese for an im- 
proved system of education, trade interests urge the adoption 
of atruly free trade policy, a steam communication with 
Australia is wished for, the penal code needs revision, railway 
communication advances very slowly, and last, but not least, 
the Dutch policy with regard to the natives remains what it 
has always been--to “squeeze.” It is very strange that Dutch 
statesmen are unable to comprehend that a policy tho- 
roughly Liberal would be the best guarantee for the future 
existence of that small kingdom and its colunies. A 
forcible argument in support cf this is contafed in the 
news brought by last mail, by which we hear not only a 
good deal about failures amongst the Chinese merchants, 
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but also of respectable Dutch houses having stopped pay- 
ment—amongst them Messrs. OveRZEE and Co., at Padang, 
with liabilities amounting to 1,500,000 guilders—and it was 
generally feared that further suspensions would ensue. We 
learn from the Java papers that the bad time which now 
seems to have set in was foreseen years ago, and it is even 
asserted that everyone is astonished that the crisis has beeo 
so long postponed. The Government policy bas reduced the 
natives to the most wretched state; all the branches of re- 
venue are monopolised by the Government, the first-class 
trading firms are uuvable to guard against the tricks of the 
Chinamen, who are permitted to keep their books in a Jan- 
guage and in a manner which no one is able to decipher, 
and which, of course, opens the way for the greatest abuses. 
Indeed it is time, more than time, that a truly liberal Dutch 
Government should take the reins in hand and fulfil its 
legitimate task with energy. The present political and social 
condition of Java is absolutely intolerable, and it is impos- 
sible to calculate the evil effects that will ensue from a post- 
ponement of a radical change in the system of conducting 
affairs, 











THE P. AND O. COMPANY’S NEW SERVICE. 

ARRANGEMENTS have been made between the P. and O. 
Company and the PostMasTeR-GENERAL for running the com- 
pany’s steamers between Alexandria and Brindisi instead 
of Marseilles, and the first steamer will leave Brindisi 
for Alexandria on the 20th inst., corresponding with the 
mails leaving London on the 16th. The homeward service 
will commence with the Bombay mails leaving Alexandria on 
the 25th inst. The mails and passengers will continue to be 
forwarded through Egypt by rail. The rates of passage be- 
tween Brindisi and Alexandria have been fixed at £12 first 
class, £9 second class. Mr. O. K. Levick has been appointed 
agent for Brindisi. 

The report of the company, to be presented to the share- 
holders on the 6th, recommends a dividend of 2 per cent. 
for the half-year, and a bonus from the insurance fund of 
2 percent. The report states that the Bengal and Cadiz have 
been sold, and the Sulseite brought on to the home line. The 
Delhi is expected home from Japan, via Canal, and the Tan- 
Jore is being refitted, and will be despatched to Bombay on 
the 24th, and the Malta is to return home. The five new 
vessels detailed by us last month are given, and tbe altera- 
tion from Marseilles to Brindisi, and the payment by Go- 
vernment of a fixed sum of £450,000 annually. 


On the Suez Canal the report says :— 


‘The proprictors were informed in the last half-yearly report that 
as regarded the mail service the Canal could only be substituted for 
the Egyptian railway at a sacrifice of time,and nothing has occurred 
since to modify that statement. The directors must not, however, he 
understood tu mean by this that the use of the Canal may always be 
confined us vt present to the transter of the company’s steamers from the 
home to the Eustern stations, and vice verea, or to special trips such as 
that referred to above, but they feel that until the Canal may be in such 
a condition as to make the safe transit of the company’s large steamcrs 
from end to end in from twenty to twenty-four hours a mattcr to be 
relied upon, they are not in a position to apply to Her Majesty's Govern- 
ment for permission to adopt it as the muil route. 

“Tmpressed with the uncertuinty of the Company's prospects in this 
matter, the directors have entered into a new and satisfactory conven- 
tion with the Egyptiun Government for the conveyance of passengers, 
goods, coals, &c., betwoen Alexandria and Suez by the railway, under 
which the charge for first-cluss passengers has been reduced from £4 10s. 
to £3. The Company’s steamers also now go alongsidea quay at the Suez 
terminus of the railway, and the inconvenience and expense of embark- 
ing and Janidling passengers and cargo by small steamers bas conse- 
quently ceased.” 


Referring to the earnings of the Company :— 

“ The outbresk of the war had an immediate and prejudicial effect on 
the receipts, inasmuch as Marseilles became almost a closed port as re- 
garded the movement of passengers and cargo to and from the East, and 
this without producing a proportionate increase of receipts on the South- 
ampton line. The magnitude and complex nature of this company’s 
operations, and the obligations of the mail contract, render it impossible 
for the directo:s to adopt the courses tliat are open to the private ship- 
owner, namely, to discontinue running ships or to place them on other 
lines, whenever, from any unexpected cause, their ordinary operations 
may becume unremunerative. The line between Marseilles and Alexan- 
dria forme. an important link in the great chain of the Postal Service to 
and from t':e East, but when, owing to ci:cumstances entirely beyond 
the control «f the directors, that link became useless and unprofitable, 
time and the con-ent of the Government were required to bring about 
the new arrangements necessury to meet the altered circumstances of 
the case. While the receipts for the year show a considerable talling off 

under the heads of passuge-money und freight, the directors have the 
atisfaction of reporting a diminutivn in expenditure, attributable to an 
abatement in the price and consumption of coals, a reduction in the 
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cost of victualling the passengers and crews of the steamers, the com- 
pletion of works at Bombay and other foreign stations, and also to the 
unceasing efforts of the directors to effect economy without impairing 
the efficiency of the service. While they trust that the falling off of 
recvipts may be temporary only, they are able to state that the diminu- 
tion of expenses under some of the heads referred to will be permanent.’ 








TELEGRAMS have been received from Hong Kong that the 
telegraph ships of the Great Northern Company, under the es- 
cort of the Danish frigate Tordengkold, which left Hong Kong 
to lay the cable on to Shanghai, had put back, owing to the 
strength cf the north-east monsoon. It is expected that the ves- 
sels will proceed to Shanghai and lay the cable from thence to 
Hong Kong. The shore eud had been successfully laid down. 
The laying of the second section of this Company’s line, 
viz., from Shanghai to Wladiwastok, in Possiette Bay, will 
probably commence in May, « Nagasaki, permission having 
been obtained from the Japanese Government for that pur- 
pose, as also the landing of a cable at Yokohama when 
required. The Russian land lines for the entire length of 
5,500 miles down the Amoor to Possiette Bay are completed, 
and in working order. We may, therefore, conclude that in 
June this line will be available between London and Shaughai. 





In reference to our announcement of the proposed ship- 
ment of rails, sleepers, and material for the railways in 
Japan, we have to note that the Burmah has left Glasgow 
for Yokohama, with about 1,200 tons of sleepers, to be fol- 
lowed by the Dunedin and two more vessels with similar 
cargoes. In addition to the vessels already named, the Allu- 
mina is now loading in London with 300 tons of rails and 
50 tous of material. The Prince Alfred, from Liverpool, 
will take 250 tons material, and the Bertha Marion will take 
the lot shipped per Grenadier, which vessel put back. The 
rails have been manufactured by the Darlington Company, 
and the sleepers by the Anderston Foundry Company. 


Tue Telegraph Construction Company have nearly com- 
pleted the cable necessary for the line from Singapore to 
Hong Kong. A total of 1,600 miles will be despatched 
in January by four screw steamers, named the Agnes, Bel- 
gian, Kangaroo, and Minia, via the Suez Canal, and it is 
expected that the laying will be proceeded with in April. 
Should the war be concluded, and arrangements be made in 
time, the cable will be laid first to Saigon, thence on to Hong 
Kong ; otherwise direct up the China Sea in one line. 


THE dispute between Bishop ALForp and the Church Mis- 
sionary Society, with reference to the appointment of a mis- 
sionary or North China Bishop, has been settled. Dr. ALFoRD 
has withdrawn his opposition to the proposed scheme, at the 
request, it is stated, of the Archbishup of Canrersury. No 
action will, however, be taken in the matter until the arrival 
of Mr. RussELu from China, who, it is understood, has been 
nominated to the new post, and Bishop Aurorp’s departure 
fur Hong Kong is consequently postponed. 


With the commencement of the postal service by the 
P. and O. steamers via Brindisi the rates of postage upon ~ 
letters to China, Japan, Straits Settlements, Philippines, 
and Java will be 1s. 3d. the half-ounce, being a reduction 
of one penny upon the rates formerly charged va Marseilles, 
Newspapers will continue to be charged threepence each, as 
heretofore. 


NEGLECTED ESTATES IN CEYLON, 

A question of great importance, one that is surrounded 
with considerable difficulty, and, probably on that account, 
has remained too long without a practical solution, has been 
revived by a correspondent of the Ceylon Observer, who 
inquires if there is any law in Ceylon, analogous to the 
Thistle Law in Australia, for preventing proprietors of ne- 
glected estates from permitting them to be overrun with 
weeds, the seeds of which wash and blow on to their neigh- 
bours’ properties under cultivation, and, by taking root 
there, cause great injury and expense. Our contempo 
says that there is no special local law on the subject, and 
that there is no remedy for the evil except by proceed- 
ings at common law. At the present time, when new 
districts sre continually being brought under cultivation, 
in consequence of the increasing demand for land and 
the crops it is capable of producing, it is certainly 
unreasonable that old estates, lying in the midst of or 
adjacent to well-cultivated plantations, should be permitted 
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to run waste aud become mere forcing-beds for the growth 
of infectious weeds. We learn that some of the best pro- 
perties in Ceylon, so far as soil is concerned, are overrun with 
the pernicious goat-weed, which, either from want of capital 
or enterprise, has been permitted to grow “as high as the 
coffee bushes.” Divided from an estate of this kind by a 
river, even across the stream the wind carries the seeds of this 
weed into neighbouring properties newly brought under culti- 
vation, where it strangles the young plants, and causes endless 
trouble and loss to the owners. Itisclear that such a state of 
things should not be permitted to continue, that the remedy 
at'common law is tedious and unsatisfactory, and that the 
Government could not long refuse to pass a law on this sub- 
ject, founded upon a well-considered scheme agreed upon by 
the Planters’ Association. We cordially endorse our con- 
temporary’s suggestion, and hope that it will not be allowed 
to slumber. We cannot, however, go quite so far as our con- 
temporary in thinking that a special law should also be 
passed to enable proprietors to recover advances made on 
account of grant-in-aid roads from neighbouring owners who 
fail to pay their assessmeuts. The road question differs from 
the weed nuisance in this important particular; the making 
of roads is an indefeasible responsibility of Government, 
and it would be bad policy on the part of the planters 
to disturb it. It should not, under any circumstances, be 
permitted to involve neighbours in litigation among them- 
selves. The dissemination of weeds, on the other hand, 
is a practical injury between man and man, and as 
such should be put down by a peremptory statute. A 
Government inspectorship might be founded, by which ne- 
glected estates might be periodically visited upon due infor- 
mation, aud prevented from destroying the fruits of the 
industry expended on adjacent Innds, the cost of the process 
of exterminating noxfous weeds being levied upon the de- 
faulting proprietor. Some useful bints towards such an ar- 
rangement might probably be found in our own Contagious 
Diseases Act (us applied to cattle); but the subject is one so 
peculiarly within the province of the Planters’ Association 
that we would rather wait to hear the course they may de- 
cide upon than offer any more definite suggestions of our 
own. The evil is too crying to be permitted to remain un- 
remedied, and the proper remedy could not be applied by 
better hands than the Planters’ iation. 


ROMAN CATHOLICS IN CHINA. 
(PALL MALL GAZETTE.) 

Recent events in China having directed a considerable share of 
public attention to the Roman Catholic missions in that country, a few 
notes as to their present, condition may be interesting. From the 
most trustworthy information attainable, it would appear that there 
are at the present time in China and its dependencies, inclading Mon- 

lia, Manchuria, Corea, and Thibet, 34 bishops, 348 foreign priests, 

53 native priests ; 17 colleges, with 681 pupila; 1,000 day schools, 
attended by 15,491 scholars; 41 orphanages, in which 4,235 inmates 
are housed and fed ; and 10 establishments of the Sisters of Mercy, 
including the one destroyed by the mob at Tientsin. The number of 
fessing Christians is reckoned to be about 450,000, or one in every 

ty of the entire population of the countries named. This number is 

- probably an exaggeration, but still there can be no doubt that the 
Bhristians are to be counted by hundreds of thousands. Of these a 
large proportion are hereditary Christians, being the descendants of 
those who were brought to the faith by the early miesionaries, and 
the priests of the present day point with pride to entire communi- 
ties who from father to son for upwards of a century have held no 
other faith than that of Christ. That the number of conversions of 
late years falls infinitely short of those due to the exertions of the first 
missionaries is not for an instant denied. Indeed the reported success 
of the latter seems almost fabulous. We learn from ‘The Annals of 
the Propagation of the Faith” that on the arrival of John de Montcor- 
vin at Peking in 1300 he found there no fewer than 6,000 Catholics, the 
fruit of the labours of two Italian missionaries who made their way to 
the capital in 1247. To John de Montcorvin succeeded Xavier, Ricci, 
and Adam Schaal, all of whom achieved great successes and obtained 
immense influence. The number of the converts made by Xavier and 
Bicci is not stated, but Schaal is said to have baptized—between the 
1650 and 1664, when he was thrown into prison, where he died — 
100,000 Chinese with his own hands. Verbiest, who died in 1668, 
and over whose body the reigning Emperor pronounced a panegyric, 
was the last of the great founders of Roman Catholiciam in China. 
The reputation enjoyed by these devoted men was well earned. With 
Unwearying assiduity they laboured for the general as well as the 
spiritaal welfare of the Chinese, and produced, besides religious works, 
a number of books on scientific subjects, which from the information 
they contain and the idiomatic purity of the texts have so recom- 
mended themselves even to the fastidious taste of native echolara as to 
be regarded by them ag classic. For the last two hundred years there 
has been & decided falling off in the literary achievements of the mia- 
elonarics. At several of tho missions there are now printing-offices 
directed by the missionaries; but the books which iasue from them, 
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besides reprints of the writings of the early missionaries, are of a com- 
paratively unimportant character. At the colleges, Latin, philosophy, 
and theology are taught, as wellas drawiny, painting, Cninese litera- 
ture, und various trades; but beyond turuing out skilful craftamen 
hos establishments have proved themselves destitute of any special 
results. 





THE LONDON MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

Stz,—I presume from internal evidence that the writer of a 
letter signed “ G.” in your last issue, is not one of the Missionary 
body, and I do not wonder after reading it that somo who do 
not belong to that body are not unfrequently accused of the lack 
of discretion and zeal. The letter from “ Y.” on the Fatshan 
case, on which “@.” comments, would appear to most persons 
conversant with missions and missionaries in China singu- 
larly judicious and well timed—though of course it must be 
distasteful to trimmers who seek to commend themselves to 
the Government of the day, and who do not wish to force the 
Gospel on the heathen without due consideration for their ancient 
habits of thought and long-cherished beliefs. It appears abso- 
lutely necessary to remind “G.” that He who gave the command 
to “ g° into all the world, and preach the Gospel to every crea- 
ture,” encouraged his servants to face difficulties of all kinds, and 
to preach in all places, with the only precaution that if they per- 
secuted them in one city they were to flee to another. But the 
London Missionary Suciety are wiser in their gencration; they 
do not give their missionaries the chance of persecution, but en- 
join them to confine themselves to “select places,” viz., the “sinks 
of iniquity ” on the coast, where they may, nder the muzzles of 
the guns of Her Majesty’s men-of-war, conduct their evangelistic 
operations without even “inadvertently ” complicating the rela- 
tions between the two countries. Seriou-l:, the letter on which 
“ Y.” commented is a blot upon the fame of that society, and the 
country directors ought to pull them up f». it—imore especially 
since it appears that the board are really acting upon it—Yours 
truly, P. T.

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It is officially announced that electrical communication is in- 
terrupted on the section of the cable belonging to the Falmouth, 
Gibraltar, and Malta Telegraph Company between Lisbon and 
Gibraltar. The fault, it is anticipated, is in shallow water, near 
Lisbon. Theelectricians are at present testing. The company’s 
maintenance steamer Hawk is on its way to Lisbon from Malta. 

The shipbrokers in the China and Japan trade have issued a 
circular, announcing that, from the lat inst., freights wiil be pay- 
able immediately on the delivery of the bills of lading, and that 
the two months’ credit hitherto in practice will be abolished 
That on freights payable on delivery an extra 5s. per ton 
will be charged, and an extra 5 per cent. primage, being 10 
per cent. To these propositions the shippers of course object, as 
it withdraws an old-established custom of the port of London.. 
The only result of this attempt will be that shippers must make a 
special agreement as to the terms on which they will give their 
cargo. The measure itself is a reasonable one, as we do not see 
on what grounds shipowners are compelled to give two months’ 
credit. Freights should either be paid on the sailing of the 
vessel or on delivery, and of course a lower rate on the former. 

The Board of Trade Returns show that the German shipping 
trade has been nearly stopped by French cruisers. It has had the 
effect, however, of increasing the business of British shipowners, 
for the tonnage of British vessels entered last month was 1,076,597 
ag compared with 809 499 last year. The foreign shipping entries 
on the whole are slightly in excess of last year’s; but in both 
British and foreign vessels which cleared our ports there is a small 
diminution. There appears to have been 162 Prussian vessels 
leaving British ports with cargoes last month as compared with 
304 last year. Schleswig-Holstein, Hanoverian, and Mecklenburg 
vessels were proportionately hindered in their trade. The effect of 
the war upon German shipping was more clearly demonstrated in 
the smaller number of vessels which entered our ports. Upon the 
whole, however, it seems that the captains of German merchant 
vessels manage to evade their lynx-eyed pursuers with character- 
istic alacrity. In the first ten months of 1870 gold and silver of 
the value of £24,939,580 were imported into the United Kingdom. 
This amount is £2,60),000 more than in the corresponding period 
of 1868, and seven millions more than in 1869. The ten months’ 
export of goldand silver from this country is stated at £14,481,951 
in the ten months ; this amount differs little from that of 1899 
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but is nearly two millions less than that of 1868. From the 
United States we have received this year (after deducting the ex- 
ports of gold and silver thither) £8,800,000 in bullion and specie 
and from Australia about £5,250,000. ’ 

A revort that the French Suez Canal Company would be 
turned into an English joint-stock enterprise, with the Duke of 
Sutherland as chairman, is positively contradicted.

‘Phese figures give further evidence of the increased extent to 
which foreign and colomial produce has been directed to this 
country owing to the disturbance of trade in the ports of Ger. 
many and France. The stocks held in our warehouses of the 
above enumerated goods show in every case an augmentation over 
those held at the corresponding date of last year, and in most in- 
stances the augmentation is very large. 





BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 

The Board of Trade Returns for the past month again show an 
increase in the exportations of British goods and produce. Com- 
pared with the corresponding month of last year they present an 
excess of £1,095,903, or 6} per cent., and on the corresponding month 
of 1868 an excess of 4 per cent., although, for the first time for a 
long period, there has been a considerable falling off in the ship- 
ments of iron. In-those of cotton yarn there has been an increase 
of 22 per cent. in value, and 32 per cent. in quantity, and in those 
of cotton manufactures an increase of 10 per cent. in value and 23 
per cent in quantity. There has also been an increase of 4 per cent. 
in the value of our shipments of haberdashery, 11 per cent. in 
linen manufactures, 84 per cent. in silk manufactures, owing to 
the interruption of the French trade; 1 per cent. in woollen 
manufactures, and 17 per cent. in the large class of articles com- 

rised under the head of “ Miscellaneous.” On the other hand, there 
been a decrease of 4 per cent. in the value of our shipments 
of.coal, 11 per cent. in earthenware, 2 per cent. in hardwares, 5 
per cent. in machinery, and 11 per cent. in iron. Of arms and 
ammunition our total consignments amounted to £336,251, against 
£102,776 in the corresponding month of 1869. The importations 
of the month comprise 3,060,794 cwts. of wheat, being about 33 
per cent. less than in the same month last year; and 1,005,638 
ewts. of cotton, being more than 10 percent. in excess of October, 
1869. Of our importations of wheat about 40 per cent. was from 
Russia. The total value of our exportations during the first ten 
months of the present year has been £166,1b4,990, being 4} per 
cent. in excess of the corresponding ten months of 1869, and 103 
per cent. on 1868.

The market has been quiet, and prices in most inetancen have ruled 
in favour of buyers. The quantity offering of good medium Teas has 
been larger than for some time, and as importers showed some disposition 
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this a fair quantity has beensold. Old Teas have been neglected, but at the 
anctions now in progress there has been a reduction of about 3d. per 
Ib. in the price of fair to good common Congou, both red and black- 
leaf kinds. The public sales of the 29th November comprise 20,442 
packages, of which 18,018 packages are printed without reserve. They 
are going heavily at lower prices for all common kinds. The Stock in 
the United Kingdom on the 30th October was estimated at 76,408,200 
Ibs., against 78,894,000 Ibs. last year, and the quantity afloat at 
37,013,790 lbs., against 47.645,170 lbs. 

Red-leaf Congous: Siftings show no alteration, but the demand is 
very limited ; broken-leaf kinds remain as before.

The following is from Messrs. Sheperd, Harrison, and Rehden’s Cir- 
cular :—Considcrable supplies have been on offer the past fortnight, 
and a good business has resulted in good to medium Congous at a fur- 
ther decline of $d. to 1d. per lb., and at a public sale, which com- 
menced yesterday, of 21,000 packages (18,500 without reserve), chiefly 
common red-leafs, which sold at a decline of 4d. per lb., making to- 
day's quotation for good common 114d. to 1s. per 1b.
